Two Southern cities ciaim roots of Mardi Gras parties

The first Mardi Gras in the U.S. had no floats, no beads, no go-cups and no king cakes. 

But where did it occur? On a soggy riverbank downriver from where New Orleans would rise, or in the new 
settlement called Mobile in south Alabama? 

This issue has been the basis of a good-natured squabble between the two cities for as long as anyone can 
remember because each claims it owns the distinction of being first. Let’s compare the evidence. 


MOBILE: In 1703, a group of French soldiers 
there held an impromptu celebration. A year 
later, Nicholas Langlois established the Societe 
de Saint Louis, a Carnival organization. A masked 
ball. Masque de la Mobile, was held that year, and 
the first parade occurred in 1711. 

Although these events occurred before New Or- 
leans’ founding in 1718, historians say the Alabama cele- 
bration came to be known as Boeuf Gras, not Mardi Gras. 


NEW ORLEANS: New Orleanians can point to March 3, 
1699, when French explorers set up camp on the west 
bank of the Mississippi River, about 60 miles downriver 
from the site that would become New Orleans. 

Since that day just happened to be Mardi Gras, a major 
event on the French calendar, the group’s leader— Pierre 
Baptiste Le Moyne, Sieur d’Iberville— dubbed the spot, in 
the spelling of the time. La Pointe du Mardy Gras. 


MOBILE: Over the years there were other parades in Ala- 
bama city but, according to chroniclers of the celebration, 
they generally were held on and around New Aear’s Day or 
Aug. 25, the feast day of St. Louis. 

Perhaps the most notable — and probably the noisiest— 
was the Mobile procession of the Cowbellions de Rakin 
Society It was inaugurated in 1831, when a group of well- 
lubricated New Aear’s revelers “borrowed or liberated” 
rakes, hoes and cowbells from a store and marched on 
the mayor’s home. 


NEW ORLEANS: In New Orleans, Mardi Gras activities 
started shortly after the city’s founding in 1718. There 
were reports of balls as early as the 1740s, and in the 
1830s, there were reports of parades. 

The Cowbellions paraded in New Orleans in 1852 
and helped a local group establish the Mistick Krewe of 
Comus, which held its first parade in 1857.

“Do you have any beers that aren’t on this 
menu?” 

It’s just past noon on a Thursday at Wicker 
Park bar Big Star, and the waitress doesn’t 
quite know who she’s dealing with. Luckily, 
she knows beer. 

“What’s the alcohol content of the Union 
Jack? Is it 7 percent?” 

The guy grilling the waitress is Dave Kahle, 
a real beer geek— and he has a title to prove it. 

Kahle is a certified master cicerone (a 
seldom-used term for “guide”) and part of an 
expanding expert pool that has been working 
in Chicago and elsewhere since 2008, when 
Craft Beer Institute President Ray Daniels 


created the credentialing program. Through 
rigorous online and hands-on testing, beer ex- 
perts can reach one of three levels: certified 
beer server, certified cicerone and master ci- 
cerone. To date, just four people have reached 
the level of master cicerone, and only one of 
those — Kahle — lives in Chicago. 

The need for guides has become more ap- 
parent as America’s beer focus continues to 
shift from major brewers to smaller opera- 
tions. The number of craft breweries in the 
U.S. jumped from about 1,500 in 2009 to 
about 1,700 in 2010, according to the U.S. 
Brewers Association. And while overall beer 
sales were down slightly in 2011, according to 
trade publication Beer Marketer’s Insights, 
craft beer sales were up 15 percent in just the 


first half of 2011, according to the most recent 
data from the Brewers Association. 

The Chicago area is home to a growing 
number of craft breweries. Goose Island, 
which opened its first brewpub in 1988 and 
was bought by Anheuser-Busch last year, still 


stands as pioneer in the craft brewing industry 
Over the past decade, more than 20 craft 
breweries and brewpubs have followed in- 
cluding Half Acre, Metropolitan, Finch’s, 
Three Floyds and Two Brothers. 

Kahle was just the second person to reach

Where’s the beer world heading in 2012? Our experts weigh in. 


Ten years ago, 8 years ago, the American 
craft world had to do all of these extreme 
beers to get noticed.

I think the next big changes are coming in hops [the cones of a plant that give beer its bitterness]. New 
hop varieties take like 10 years of replanting and cross-breeding [and] they’ll find out if it’s a hop that’s 
viable in the marketplace. A hop will take off in popularity and then it’s hard to get. Some of the hop dis- 
tributors are making blends of hops available. So you might have seven that are compressed together. 
... I can start seeing a lot more of that stuff in the future. I think we’re just scratching the surface.”

master cicerone when, in October 2010, he 
passed a two-day, nearly 14-hour exam on beer 
styles, food pairings, brewing ingredients, 
draft-systems, a blind taste test and more. 
He had already passed both the certified beer 
server ($69) and certified cicerone ($345) ex- 
ams before moving on to pass the $595 master 
cicerone exam. It’s no wonder Phil Kuhl— a 
certified cicerone himself and beverage direc- 
tor at The Fountainhead in Ravenswood— 
has nicknamed the man “Yoda.” 

“I think people are still programmed to 
think that there are a dozen kinds of beer out 
there,” Kahle said, pointing out that mass- 
produced lagers are the biggest sellers in the 
U.S. But if a beer drinker knows where to 
look, they can find more than a dozen differ- 


ent beers brewed within the city limits alone. 

It’s that mentality that makes the job of a 
cicerone a bit different from that of a certi- 
fied wine sommelier, who generally works in 
restaurants curating wine lists and suggesting 
pairings. People tend to feel more comfort- 
able admitting they’re confused in the wine 
department. But beer? Most people think 
they’ve got a handle on it. 

“Everybody’s first question is, ‘What’s your 
favorite beer?’ ” Kuhl said with a laugh. “It de- 
pends on what day it is, the time of day have I 
already eaten, what season is it, if I’m having a 
beer after this one ... if it’s chicken, what kind 
of chicken.” 

In a city still in the midst of the craft beer 
boom, cicerones such as Kuhl and Kahle are 


working to help people discover new flavors 
and favorites. But only if they’re really inter- 
ested. 

“If you love Bud Light, rock on,” Kahle 
said. “If all you ever get is Wonder Bread and 
bologna sandwiches and that’s what you want 
every day, rock on. But if you suddenly get a 
sandwich made with artisanal bread and local, 
organic whatever, you’re gonna start saying, 
‘Whoa.’ ” 

For now, their titles are an industry thing— 
the average bargoer won’t recognize the dis- 
tinction. But Kuhl sees that quickly changing, 
with more brewsters going for their certifica- 
tion every year.

used the exam to get her foot in the door of 
the beer industry 

“I was home-brewing for a few years as a 
hobby and wanted to further my education on 
beer. ... I figured, why not?” Neri said. 

Kahle knows several breweries that give 
bonuses to staff members who pass the certi- 
fied cicerone exam, while Kuhl sees bars that 
are encouraging many on staff to at least have 
reached certified beer server. 

“It makes a big difference,” Kuhl said. 
“There’s a big debate now as to ‘What is a 
beer bar?’ Just because you buy good beer 
doesn’t make you a beer bar. Very soon it’s go- 
ing to matter whether you have someone on 
staff who is certified.”

Once meant for public trains and buses, the un- 
touched heaters, rod ends and spools of copper 
wire instead have collected dust for years at the 
CTA’s main warehouse. 

But a cleanup is under way 

As part of the initiative to cut costs and in- 
crease efficiency the CTA plans to auction 
about one-third of its total inventory of unused 
parts and supplies in late spring, officials said. It 
also will hire a qualified company to manage in- 
ventory they said. 

“Every single dollar that we can save through 
these reforms will go back into the system,” 
CTA President Forrest Claypool said Monday 
“That’s one less dollar fare riders have to pay It 
means one more job we get to keep on.” 

The agency which plans on hiring an auction 
firm for the cleanup, first will need to review its 
total inventory before determining how much 
could be sold, said Brian Steele, spokesman for 


the CTA. Some of the unused items may end up 
finding a place somewhere, he said. 

“Wg don’t yet know yet the number that we’ll 
auction off,” Steele said. “We’re going to seek 
maximum value for the materials.” 

Almost half of the CTA’s total supplies have 
not been moved in the past year and are worth 
about $32 million, officials said. 

One aisle at the main warehouse contains 
more than 4,800 decade-old items worth about 
$6 million, officials said. Another section boasts 
about 80 outdated bus heaters, worth about 
$174,344, were ordered in 2006 but became 
useless when the CTA switched to newer mod- 
els of buses. 


The items, some of which have sat on shelves 
for 10 years, have accumulated in CTA ware- 
houses because of poor inventory management 
and an ineffective tracking system, both prob- 
lems officials are trying to solve, Claypool said. 
Large multiple orders in 2008, for example, re- 
sulted in a 25-year supply of window films valued 
at $109,755. 

Efforts to reform the system will include 
stricter reviews of large supply orders and imple- 
mentation of electronic bar-coding technology 
“We want to try to turn what we can back 
to the taxpayers through salvage and auction,” 
Claypool said. “It’s another step to squeeze every 
gallon of waste out of [the] CTA’s bureaucracy”

Birthday takes tragic turn

Eat a burger, save the Earth? 


Would you eat mystery meat grown in a lab if 
doing so was better for the environment? The 
debate may seem abstract, but scientists could 
turn a test-tube burger into reality by October. 

The $330,000 project being conducted by 
Mark Post, chairman of physiology at Maas- 
tricht University in the Netherlands, involves a 
coVs stem cells and funds from an anonymous 
private investor. 

Post already has created several small strips 
of muscle tissue that, once he makes thousands 
more, will be mashed together to create a burg- 
er patty The first sandwich could be ready this 
fall, he said during a presentation at the annual 
meeting of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science in Vancouver, British 
Columbia. 

Though companies such as Tyson Foods and 


JBS have asked about possible meat substitutes, 
much of the $74 billion beef industry still is in 
wait-and-see mode, according to the science 
group. 

Supermarket shelves have seen a growing 
number of mock meats, known as meat ana- 
logues, as the ranks of vegetarians and vegans 
grow Manufacturers often use tofu, tempeh 
and other soy products as a base. 

Coming up with alternatives is a pressing 
concern, according to researchers who claim 
that conventional livestock production is dev- 
astating to the environment and dangerous for 
human health. 

‘Animal farming is by far the biggest ongo- 
ing environmental catastrophe,” said Patrick 
Brown, a biochemist at the Stanford Univer- 
sity School of Medicine. Brown is working on

Check out the travels of Ixsiie Hope of 
Alice’s paranormal hit, ^The River,” and 
you get the impression that very little 
scares the Canadian actress. 

Long before “TTe Ri ver” came along, 
when she was playing Teri Bauer on “24,” 
Hope trekked deep into the Amazon River 
basin to live for a week with the Hourani 
Indians, She’s traveled to Iceland, Peru, 
the Faroe Islands, Turkey, China and Laos. 
A 2003 trip took her to Cambodia, which 
inspired her to make the award-winning 
documentary short about street kids called 
“What I Sec Wlien I Close My Eyes.” 
Apparently she’s not easily spooked. 

At least not until “The River,” which airs 
at 8 p.m. Tuesdays on ABC, Hope plays Tess Cole, the wife and 
on-camcra partner of famous TV adventurer Emmet Cole (Bruce 
Greenwood), W'ho has gone missing along the Amazon River. Tess, 
her son Lincoln (foe Anderson) and others are searching for Em- 
met while a documentary crew films the expedition, which so far 
has unleashed a blood-thirsty spirit, disturbed the ghost of a dead 
child and incurred the wrath of Los Ciegos, the guardians of the 
forest.

And we’re only three weeks into the series. The story is fic- 
tional, of course, but that didn’t make the experience of filming it 
in Hawaii any less freaky Hope said. 

“The truth is some situations we were in on the show were 
scary” she told me during a phone interview. “It’s not my natural 
inclination to think that things are haunted. But some of the 
places we were at, you just would feel that active k ind of spirit life. 
... With the combination of material we were doing and the places 
we were, I would say half the time we really were terrified.” 

Hope expects that fans, too, will feel more terror as the season 
progresses because a lot of what we learn happened to Emmet— 
and “a whole lot is revealed”— is based on real legends in the 
Amazon. 

“There’s a core of truth to these things that are happening, 
and particularly when you put Bruce’s character with other 
characters,” she said. “That stuff gets really freaky” 

The supernatural legends, and the possibly haunted loca- 
tions, weren’t the only challenges Hope faced while filming 
the series. But her biggest fears were grotmded more in reality 
“I’m actually terrified of the water,” she said, laughing, no doubt 
because most of the series is filmed on a boat or in a jungle near 
the water. “I realized I have a real phobia about the water and 
about bugs. So that was a challenge.”

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Sleigh Bells’ ‘Reign of Terror’ 
wreaks havoc on your senses

Let’s get something straight right out of the 
gate: The latest album from Sleigh Bells is 
some dark {bleep}. “Reign of Terror,” the 
follow-up to the Newark duo’s 2010 debut, 
“Treats,” is damn-near creepy in certain 
spots, chronicling guitarist Derek Miller’s 
descent into near-madness after a series of 
family tragedies while Sleigh Bells was in the 
midst of making it big. 

Not such a sweet treat, right? Actually 
although it doesn’t carry the same volume 
of bubbly get-your-butt-out-of-your seat 
anthems that “Treats” did, “Terror” is still 
catchy as all get out, a balanced mix of loud 
and raw vs. dreamy and pop-heavy and 
one of the more impressive second albums 
you’ll hear from a band that could have (and 
probably should have) crashed and burned 
following so much Internet hype in such a 
short period of time. 

Need a new bleacher anthem for your 
softball league? Opening track “True Shred 
Guitar” should do just fine. Vocalist Alexis 
Krauss’ chanting of the track title along with 
“Push it!” take the literal bleacher stomping 
and Miller’s ear-piercing guitars over the 
edge. So apparently Sleigh Bells is shooting 
for that stadium metal band status? Ap- 
proved. 

Transition into Krauss’ breathy crooning 
on tracks such as “Leader of the Pack,” which 
will have you singing along to words you 
don’t even know— or realize how emotion- 
ally driven they are, written by Miller after 
the sudden passing of his father (“Don’t you 
know he’s never coming back now” {...} “Ev- 
erybody dies”). “Crush” shows off the ways

Krauss’ varying vocals complement Miller’s 
metal guitar riffs, not to mention give you 
some relief from the morbid cloud hovering 
over “Reign of Terror.” 

This softer stuff is squeezed in between 
through-and- through ’80s metal tracks like 
“Demons,” which is so satisfyingly demonic 
with unforgiving guitars and Krauss’ gift for 
giving a good battle cry Rounding out the 
album, “You Lost Me” and “Never Say Die” 
do well to guide you into coming down from 
the jackhammer assault that was “Demons.” 

But the previously released songs, “Born to 
Lose” and “Comeback Kid,” are probably the 
ones you’ll find impossible to get out of your 
head at the end of the day Watch the video 
for “Born to Lose” with Krauss gleefully 
jumping on a bed in slow motion while hold- 
ing an assault rifle — I dare you not to feel a 
little creeped out while chanting along during 
the chorus. 

Everything is big here. The guitars are 
louder than ever. This album is not about 
beats, as “Treats” was, but it’s still intricate. 
It’s more accessible than the debut (dubbed 
“noise-pop” by many) and appeals to an even 
wider audience than the one Krauss and 
Miller discovered with their new sound. And 
it’s one hell of a headbanger.

Working out at home is easier than ever 
thanks to the wealth of online instruction 
and a new generation of multitasking, space- 
saving fitness tools. 

Fitness experts say all that is needed is 
some space, a mat and a few favorite things. 

“Most important is that you have at least a 
5-foot-by-5-foot space, so that you’re not wor- 
ried about doing a movement full range, and a 
mat, so you’ve got a soft surface for work on 
the floor,” said Lisa Wheeler, program direc- 
tor of dailyburn.com, an online workout site. 

“Then just add what you like to do,” she said. 
“If you don’t like dumbbells, don’t buy them.” 

Wheeler’s personal preference runs to re- 
sistance tubes. 

“I think they are a great piece of equipment 
because you can use them for several differ- 
ent exercises and you can travel with them,” 
she said. For people who would rather not buy 
any equipment, Wheeler suggests using what 
is at hand. 

“You can use things you find around the 
house,” she said. “I often encourage moms to 
pick up a soccer ball or basketball to use as a 
medicine ball.” 

Jessica Matthews of the American Council 
on Exercise said if space is small and money 


is tight, look for strength-training equipment 
that is affordable and storable. 

“I like medicine balls for rotational work 
and sandbells are among my new favorites,” 
she said, referring to the soft, neoprene-filled 
bags of varying weights. “You can slam them 
on a hardwood floor and they won’t roll away 
from you.” 

Home workouts are the norm for many 
people. Only i6 percent of Americans belong 
to a health club, according to the International 
Health, Racquet and Sportsclub Association. 

Matthews said some gyms are beginning 
to stream live videos of their fitness classes 
to people’s homes via the Internet. Nicole 
Nichols of fitness site sparkpeople.com sug- 
gests mining the many free exercise sessions 
on YouTube and workout DVDs at your local 
library 

“Realistically, you can set up your own gym 
at home for less than $50,” she said. ‘A simple 
tool like a pedometer will help you realize 
how much you’re moving.” 


ON YOUR OWN 


Treadmills account for 58 percent of all 
home gym equipment purchases, accord- 
ing to Colleen Logan of ICON, an exercise 
equipment manufacturer. But some of the 
latest strength training products focus on 
improving balance, she said: 

» Rip60, a body suspension/weight training 
seatbelt-like strap that can be secured over 
a door or looped around a tree trunk. 

» A disk filled with sand for practicing un- 
stable planks, pushups and crunches. 

»Soft kettlebells whose weight can be 
adjusted.
